would not part with it, without it was in 
purſuit of a Book or Books that FE" 
him. 

Nothing drew a Smile from him but an 
Account that ſomebody was to pay him 
Money; or that there was to be a Sale of 
Books to be fold cheap, the Owner being in 
want; at ſuch News Me was truly chearful, 
and the firſt at the Diſtreſs'd's Houſe; and if 
the Cole, as he called it, run ſhort, then 
he would be ſure to do ſomething that 


Mould appear amiable in the Eyes of his 


Wife; from which Scheme his Deſign was, 
that ſhe ſhould aſſiſt him with Money; but 
never once thought of what Obligations ſhe 


was under to thoſe ſhe had it on, and Amelia 


wiſely choſe to fell any of her valuable things 
fooner than borrow, : but told him ſhe had, 
in order to have the Money returned, that it 
might be in her Power to ſupply him again; 
judging this to be the moſt certain Method 
to ſecure his Love; but with all this Pains 
Amelia did not ſhare of it in any Degree, 


vith either Books or Money: And not- : 


withſtanding 
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withſtanding ſhe was left in much Sorrow, 
and his Treatment to her ſo unkind, yet ſhe 
went ont her Time. 

Amelia was now took in Labour, and hes 
little or nothing left, which greatly increaſ- 
ed her Afflictions; for ſhe could by no 
Means apply again to her Father, and for het

When her Father came to ſee her, he 
made her a Preſent of five broad Pieces, 
which gave her inexpreflible Joy. Here 
ſhe experienced, that if you pray in ſecret, 
ow heavenly Fathes will reward you open- 
y; and was thoroughly convinced that Re- 


) ligion was only in the Heart; for as ſhe 


truſted in no earthly Beings, ſhe was ſure 
that her Confidence was placed right ; and 
that if ſhe kept ſteady in that Dependence, f 


ſhe ſhould be able to encounter with the 


many 
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many Evils that then ſeemed to ſurroutid 
her. It required great Conduct and Reſolu- 
tion to keep theſe Sufferings to herſelf; but 
they were often the Occaſion of her falling 
into Heſtericks. 

She had laid in ten Days before her Huſ- 
band returned, the Joy of which made her 
forget, in ſome meaſure, what ſhe had gone 
through. After he had been at Home ſome- 
time, ſhe began to relate what Difficulties 
ſhe had from the Money not being remitted; 
as he-promiſed, and telling him how ſhe had 
proceeded. *© Well, fays he, could any 
body have done better ? and if you had not 
had ſufficient you might have aſked Mr. 
Pritty, Mr. Tuffnel, aptain Robinſon, of 


Mr. Burton the Merchant, any of theſe and 


many more would have lent you, I am ſure; 
whatever you would have.“ True, Sir, faid 
Amelia, but ſhould 1 have applied to any of 
theſe, and not have been able to have kept 
my Word, the Conſequences might have 
been ſuch that I ſhould not have e approv'd 
of; and I believe you are the only Man 
that would chuſe vour Wife to have ſuch 
Favours from Gentlemen, eſpecially when

Well, Madam, fays he, you are more 
nice than wiſe ; for I declare I do not care 
what the World ſays of me, ſo I am rich.” 
© If that's what you have laid down for your 


Standard, ſaid Amelia, I know my Doom; 


for the Perſon that fays'that from his Heart, 
can give up' Wife, Father, Mother, and 
Children ; and all I have to comfort me 
with, is, to hope you ſaid it in a Joke, and 
meant it as nothing elſe.. Indeed, ſays he, 
there you miſtake ; for, upon my Honour, 
I cared not if the whole World ſaid I was 
the greateſt Villain upon Earth, ſo I was 
rich; and now I have given you my real 
Sentiments; pray ſay no more on this Sub- 
jet. I ſuppoſe you would have me go 
canting to Church three or four Times a 
Day.“ Amelia's little Boy ſtood by them, 


and obſerving what his Papa ſaid, aſk'd 


Amelia, if his Papa wanted to be a naughty 


Man. Upon which Mr. Johnſon takes him 


up and kiſſes him, and tells him, No, he 
would be a very rich one, and have a great 
deal of Money te give him and his Siſter, 
when they grew up.” But, Papa, faid the 
Child, What makes my Mamma ſay, that 
all the Poor are God Almighty's People ; is 
not that beſt? He was ſomewhat ſtruck 
at this, and bid him go and talk Nonſenſe 
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in his Nurſery ; ; while the tender Mothet 
was grieving at what had been ſaid. 
But as ſhe could not ſtudy any Method to 
improve Mr. Johnſon's Mind, ſhe took a 
double Care of her own Conduct and ſtrict- 


ly obſerving that nothing ſhe did, ſhould 


give him any juſt Cauſe of Diſpleaſure and 
pleas'd herſelf, thinking that by and bye, 
things would mend ; and that he, in length 
of Time, would ſee into his Errors, and 
ſhe ſhould then have a double Satisfaction, 
not only. to be more eaſy, but to be the In- 
ſtrument of his Change. She was extreme- 
ly happy in this Particular; for only allow- 
ing herſelf to be alone for one Hour, ſhe 
would overcome any Affliction. 

Amelia thought ſhe had but few Friends, 
ſo could not be fo liable to be deceived, as 
thoſe that flattered themſelves they had 
many, and prudently never gave Ear to any 
Body that ſpoke ill of her Husband, but 
look'd upon them as only laying a Bait for 
her to catch at, that then they might place 
their Story to her Account, which would 
have been anſwering the End of def gning 


malicious People; but as ſhe never ſwallow- 


ed the Bait, their Deſign was fruſtrated, 
tho' ſhe made this Advantage from it, by 
comparing his Behaviour at Home with 
what ſhe had heard abroad, and thereby diſ- 
tinguiſh how far they {poke Truth, 0 
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She made the Care of her Children her 
whole Amuſement; and it was a Rule 


with her, that as ſoon as they ſhould. be ca- 


pable of doing any witty or unlucky Action, 
that it was then Time to teach them ſome 
wiſe ones. Amelia, at her firſt ſetting out, 
bore the Character bf a ſevere Mother, 


which ſhe rather choſe than to truſt to the 


2 her Children when they grew 

whoſe Paſſions, ſhe was convinc'd, 
* be then ſtronger; for certain, to let a 
Child have any thing it wants, only to ceaſe the 
Noiſe, they will always have Art enough to 
continue it, as they gain their Point, and be 
leſs capable of bearing thoſe Diſappointments 
which the happieſt of us are liable to; ſuch 
as the Loſs of Parents, living extreme- 
ly well in the firſt Part of our Lives, and 


in Diſtreſs in their latter Days; and as 
ſhe had experienced ſuch Changes, ſhe en- 


deavoured to inſtil in her's,  thas Tem- 
per which ſhould make them know how to 
behave, in either Poverty or Riches. To at- 
tain this, the firſt Step ſhe took, was to 


teach them true Humility, and frequently 


obſerved to them, the ſeveral poor Objects in 
the Street, charging them to fpeak cour- 
teouſly, and to be ſorry if they had 
hot any thing to give; and when they 
paſſed by any Priſon, always made them 
ſtand, and look at thoſe that begged, to ſee 


how they were affected at the sight. T hey 


E 5 would 
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would then ſay, Mamma, may I give 
them my Money that was to buy Play- 


things? which gave Amelia ſingular Pleaſure, 
to ſee Charity, at four Years old, ſhould 


ſo ſtrongly ſhew itſelf; and yet, at the 


ſame Time, Pride was in this dear little 
Boy; for he was put into a Veſt and Tu- 
nick, which was made of Silver Tiſſue, and 
was ſent to viſit his Grand-papa; as he 
went, a poor Woman begg'd of him ; but 
he told her, indeed he had nothing for her; 
that he could not ſpeak to her, for he had 
his dilver Cloaths on : The Footman, at his 
Return, told it to the Servants as a piece of 
Wir; by which means it reach'd Amelia's 
Ears: Upon that he ordered them to 
be taken away, whichgthcing done, his Sor- 
row was very great immediately fell 
on his Knees to Matliffia, to aſk Forgive- 
neſs, which fhe inſtantly grants, but would 


not let him have his Cloaths, till fhe ſaw a 


better Behaviour to the Poor. The Taſk | 


was hard, for her to refuſe her darling 
Bab's Requeſt; but the Conſideration of 
what fuch a Temper would be, if not pro- 
perly corrected, made her not hefitate, and 
the good nn from it was as fol- 
„ 

Anielia one Day caſting her Eyes upon 
her little People, obſerved Tommy had eat 


ſcarce any thing; and what was more, deſir- 
| — 
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ed he might quit the Table, and take his 
Plate with him: This was granted, but 
being particular; ſhe intended to enquire 
into it when the Company was gone. 


The next Day he was to give a Reaſon 


for his Miſconduct, which he did ſo well, 
_ he was approved and rewarded by Mam- 


: He told he had given his Meat to Mrs. 
Baker. who was a Gentlewoman that had 


a Room in the Back-houſe ; for he had heard 


her tell Margaret, ſhe had eat no Meat for 
ſix Weeks. This caus'd Amelia to deſire 
her Company to Tea, who told her ſhe was 
led to it by her little Boy's Account, and 
the Inclination ſhe had to aſſiſt the Diſtreſſ- 
ed, begging her to be candid, and make her 
a real Peiend. Upon which ſhe related 
every Circumſtance of her Affairs; and be- 


ing allied to ſeveral Perſons of Quality, Ane 


lia judged it proper to go to them in her 
Behalf; which ſhe did, and met with Suc- 
S ceſs. The Counteſs of G— gave her two 
= Guineas, and promis'd to recommend her 
to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, who got 
her a Place of a Hundred per Annum : But 
the ſame grateful Spirit was not in her, as in 
Amelia, who ſo generouſly made her wel- 
come to her Table, and comforted her in 
the midſt of her Trouble; ſhe never ſent a 
Letter of Thanks, or took any Notice of the 
Favours ſhe had received; then was Ame- 
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lia blam'd by the uncharitable Part of the 
World, they hoping ſhe would do no more 
of theſe things: But ſhe replied, ſhe 
had no other Views in doing good, but be- 
cauſe it was ſo.

Amelia replied, © She wiſh'd that might 
be all; and having nothing elſe to comfort 
herſelf with, was willing to hope ſo ; but 
liv'd in continual Dread, that one Day or 
other ſomething would happen fatal to him 
from that Quarter. 

News is brought her, that her Brother

This was not the only Conſequence of 
this Marriage; for Mr. Peers, Brother to 
young Mrs. Sandby, fell in love with Ame- 
lia's youngeſt Siſter Miſs Maria. They 
aſk'd no one's Advice, and it did not reach 
Amelia's Knowledge till it was over it was

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Madam, ſays her Maid Sally, I'm afraid 
that when the Captain or Mate of the Ship 
comes to know you have no Money nor 
Cloaths, they will uſe you ill, and they will 
find it out by your Box being ſo light. Dear 
Sally, ſaid Amelia, you do nothing but fore- 
ſee Mi-fortunes ? Can't I have a good large 
Cheſt, and put ſomething. weighty in it, 
which I intend to do ; and, as to Money, 
my Paſlage is paid for. Yes, Madam, fays 


ſhe, but ſuppoſe you are drove, by Di- 


ſtreſs of Weather, into ſome other Port. 
grant this may happen, ſaid Amelia, but 
divine Providence is there alſo, and am 
not I doing that which is lawful and right ? 
then what have I to fear? In ſhort, 
Sally, you would not have me go. Should 
I die, I make no doubt but I ſhall be happy, 
and if I live I ſhall have it in my Power to 


make many ſo; and if J return rich, I, like 
the riſing bh ſhall be ador'd. The World is 


only a Theatre, and we the Actors in it, and 
cannot chooſe our own Parts; it is for us to 
perform thoſe well that fall to our Lot. 
While Amelia was thus reaſoning, an 
old Cook who had liv'd with her many 
Years, hearing her Lady was going abroad, 
came to pay her Duty, and to offer Amelia 
her yearly Wages, which was twenty Pounds, 


if ſhe would not go, ſetting before her the 


many things ſhe had heard of the Place, 
My. that 
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that it was extreme cold, the People dirty, 
and ſhe was ſure the Voy age would kill her. 
To which Amelia told her. She muſt die, 
and it was not material whether it Was in 4 
foreign Country or at home. Go I ſhall, 
ſays Amelia, and you may be aſſur'd that I 
never will forget your grateful Offer nor 
Sally's, who ſaid, She would not leave me 
while ſhe had Bread and Water, and when 
I have overcome my Difficulties, will think 
of you in a proper manner. The Tears of 
the Servants affected her ſo much, that ſhe 
ſaid, ſhe would go aboard in three Days, 
tho' it was to be ten, to prevent having any 
more melancholy Viſits. 

Amelia gave Sally her juſt Character and 

got her a good Place, and indulged herſelf 
by three or four Days Retirement, which 
was always her Recipe to retrieve her Spi- 
rits, and which in her Circumſtances was 
one of the greateſt Bleſſings ſhe enjoy'd. 

. Having new ſettled her Affairs, and left 
herſelf for her Voyage three Shillings, ſhe 
went, as deſir'd, to Mrs. Trench's, in order 

to ſet out at Six o' Clock in the Morning for 

Graveſend ; but a particular Friend of Ame- 
lia's, with Sally, was at that Hour there to 
take their laſt Leave of her. Amelia ſaid, 
Good Creatures do not cry, I muſk go thro' 
it; adieu. Her F riend obſerv'd, * at her 


going 
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going into the Coach, ſhe turn'd to the 
Servant and gave her a Shilling, ſaying, I 
wiſh you your Health; at which her Friend 
was greatly aſtoniſhed to ſee her give with 
ſo jantee an Air one Shilling out of three, 
and ſays to Sally, She has indeed held out to 
the End, I from my Soul wiſh her Proſpe- 
rity, for there is fomething ſo noble, gene- 
rous, and honeſt in her Actions, that it is a 
Pity ſhe ſhould meet with any thing new to 
ruffle or diſturb her. 

While her Friends were thus talking, 
Amelia in her Coach and four was very gay, 
comforting Mrs. Trench and her Daughter, 
whoſe Grief ſeem'd inſupportable for leav- 


ing Father and Mother in dear England, tho? + 
ſhe was going to her Huſband, and Miſs to 


the tendereſt of Fathers, and Plenty of Mo- 
ney, but this poor Lady, by the Strength of 
Fancy, imagin'd ſhe had very great Af- 
flictions. Amelia made this uſeful to her, 
by obſerving, the Seat of Happineſs Was 
only in the Mind. For, ſays ſhe, what 
would this poor Woman do in my Circum- 
ſtances? and, if ſhe knew them, I am apt 
to think I ſhould be deſpiſed by her; but 
happy for me that none here but the great 
God knows.

In 
the Afternoon they: went aboard, and when 
the Chair was lower'd for them, Amelia

This pleas d the Captain and; got the Hearts 
of the Sailors.

After one 
Week was paſt, the Captain and ſhe fit- 
ting upon Deck, talking of different things, 
he ſays, I am amaz'd ſo clever a Woman as

. Carries you there. Amelia, with a change of 
Countenance and look of Concern, faid, Sir, 
you have touch'd upon a nice Point, Love 
molt certain'is the Reaſon of my taking this 
Voyage, but it is a Love of doing right. Lam, 
Sir, married to a Gentleman of Birth and 
Fortune, but in Behaviour the reverſe ; my 
Sufferings have been great, and to extricate 


myſelf 
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myſelf out of them, I am going to be Go- 
verneſs to three young Ladies. This told by 
her had ſo great an Effect on Captain Nazler, 

who was the Commander of the Ship, that 
he told her his Defign was to offer himſelf, 
had ſhe been diſengag'd, but ſince it was ſo, 

he muſt remain unhappy, tho' he ſhould 
make it his Study to inform her of every 
thing that might be for her Advantage; and 
- he could not be her Huſband, he would 
act the Part equal with the tender Father. 
This Name brought Tears into Amelia's Eyes, 

who told him, ſhe had no Reaſon to expect 
that. But ſo did Fortune favour her, that his 
future Conduct was in every Circumſtance the 
Appearance of the higheſt Friendſhip; and 
the firſt Proof he gave her of his being ſo, 

was by informing her of the Temper and 
Diſpoſitions of the People, and who ſhe 
might make her Friends. Amclia for this 
thought herſelf oblig'd to him, and gave 
bim for Anſwer, That ſhe would begin as the 
intended to hold on, to viſit none but where 
ſhe was obliged to attend the Ladies under 
her Care, ſaying, ſhe well underſtood the 
Education of Youth, and her Time proper- 
ly apply'd would not admit of much Com-

who drew Pity from Amelia, as they were 
mean, little, dirty looking Men. Near this 
Place was a Priſon, in which were many 
' Priſoners, a Box was hung out to receive 
the Charity of Paſſengers, and Amelia, with 


great Pleaſure, put in her laſt Shilling. 


They retarned on board the Gang oy, 


and failed with -a fair Wind, and in two 
Days they got fight of what they called the

of Ladies. To this ſhe anſwered with her 
uſual Gaiety, If that's your Cuſtom, Sir, it 
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would be rude in me to break through it. 
Here ſhe was thankful to Fortune, and 
was cunning enough to * aſk if there were 
any thing more of that Kind before they 

ot to their wiſh'd-for Port, that ſhe might 
be arm'd how to act; for ſhe would not 
for the World diſcover to either the Cap- 
tain Or Mrs. Trench, that ſhe had not one 
Penny. 


What was very extraordinary, Anil 


had the Eſteem of the Mates and com- 
mon Men; the firſt ſhe obtained by her 
humble and courteous Behaviour, and was 


valued by the latter for a Compaſſion ſhe 


us'd to expreſs for thoſe poor Souls who 
were obliged to work ſo hard; and every 
Morning when ſhe had breakfaſted, aſk'd 
the Capt. to let her put either Rum or Bran- 


dy into the Baſon of Tea which ſhe ſent 


to the Man at the Helm; and as they took 
that Place by Turns, they were all ſerved 
alike. 

This made the Sailors * ſhe is a true 
born Gentlewoman, I warrant you. Ay, 
ſays a Second, She is a brave generous Wo- 


man. l'gad, ſays a Third, if I was our 
Maſter, I'd marry her at the next Port, if 


ſhe'd have me. Says a Fourth, I ſhould 


not blame him for that ; for ſhe has Cou- 


rage ſufficient to go the World round. As 


they 
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they did not know Amtlia's chief Unhap- 


pineſs was being married. 

They would be giving their Sentiments 
to the firſt and ſecond Mates, who carried 
the Joke on, and which cauſed Matter of 
Mirth the reſt of the Voyage. 

They were a Month in their Paſſage, 
and arrived at Cronſtadt Mole, which is 
about ten Leagues from Peterſburgh, the 
Place where ſhe was to reſide at. | 

A Coach and Horſemen met the Ladies, 
who conducted them ſafe to Mr. Eaton's 
Houſe, where Mr. and Mrs. Eaton receiv- 
ed Amelia in a kind and genteel Manner, 
and preſented her the little Ladies who 
were to be placed under her Care. They 


were fine Children, but Amelia ſoon diſco- i 


vered they wanted a Governeſs. 

dhe was not long before ſhe gained the 
Hearts of her little Pupils in ſo ſtrong a 
Manner, that if they did wrong, it Was 
ent for their Amendment that ſhe 
ſhould ſay ſhe would go to England.
